mile wide and fifty miles long. 
The 
dead at Gilliam, which had about 200 
inhabitants, number thirteen, while at 
Holinger, tire known death list is six. 
These two towns ¡ire about thirteen

and 
nothing has 
been 
learned of the work ot the storm in 
the country between. 
At Elmore, a

Blaugas, 
a 
compressed 
Illuminant 
Which can l>e taken home In steel bot- 
tles and f(Ki into the burners by means 
of little copper tubes no larger uround 
than oMlnary wires, was recently In­ 
troduced to the Society of Chemical 
Industry in New York by Professor 
William II a Hock. Ile Is the dean of the 
department of physics in Columbin uni­ 
versity and lias given much attention 
to illuminating methods. 
This new kind of lighting vapor, 
which resembles ordinary gas. was in­ 
vented by Herman Blau of Augsburg, 
Germany. It is made at a somewhat 
lower temperature than is needed in 
the retorts lu the United States, and 
the product is compressed 
until it 
takes liquid form. The turning on of 
the stopcock of the cylinder in which 
it is placed causes tile fluid to expand 
into gas, ami out it comes like tile 
genie which the gentleman of the “Ara­ 
bian Nights” tale found in the bottle 
he took from the sea. 
It burns with a bright light which 
compares favors lily with electricity in 
brilliance. Professor Hallock declared, 
however, that it was more expensive 
than the ordinary gas of the street 
mains, which, he said, was good enough 
In its way, but “horribly inefficient.” 
Blaugas. however, is a very portable 
commodity, and it can be taken aboard 
yachts and “wired” in country houses 
and 
made available very easily on 
short notice 
Professor Hallock said 
that it was not affected by temperature 
changes and could be kept indefinitely 
Ile installed several cylinders tilled 
with the new illuminant in tile lecture 
room of the (’bemists’ club and turned 
on a few liters of it for the benefit of 
the scientists. The tubes which he em­ 
ployed were of finely drawn cop|w*r 
ami were only one-sixteenth of an inch 
in diameter 
They were curled about 
just like electric wires, and at a dis 
tance they looked just as though they 
might lie part of some electric ma­ 
chine. 
Professor Hallock declared that a 
ten kilo cylinder of Blaugas, which 
costs $1.50, would supply a fifty can­ 
dle power incandescent burner for four 
months provided 
It 
was used four 
hours a day 
Cylinders of Blaugas 
such as are sold in Germany vary from 
half a kilo, or a little more than a 
pound each, to twenty-five kilos. 
In 
illumination of country houses a large 
cylinder is used, and a part of its con­ 
tents at a time is permitted to escape 
into an intermediate tank, from which 
it Is turned into pipes.

Hitherto it lias been necessary 
to watch the barograph closely in order 
to Luow the true readings 
With the attachment invented in the 
obser* atory of Manila one may set tin 
barograph to what one considers the 
safe limit of atmospheric pressure and 
retire, sure that when that limit Is 
readied an electric bell will ring to 
rouse him from slumber to watch fot 
the approaching cyclonic changes.

James J. Hdl Speaks on the Depletion 


of the 
N atio n ’s 
Resources— Draw s 


Picture 
of 
Political 
Chaos 
When 


They Are Gone. 


Washington, May 15,—Startling was 
the w a ruing sounded at the conference 
of governors at the White House of 
the danger the nation confronts In 
loll waste and forest depletion. 
The 
rovernors listened and talked and ap­ 
plauded, but took no action. 
This Is 
leit for the last day of the conference, 
and a plan is afoot to have the pre­ 
pared speeches for that day printed 
in the record without reading in order 
that the time may be devoted wholly 
to results. 
The resolutions committee 
was in session all day ami Is ready to 
report. 
A supplementary meeting of 
a number of governors followed the 
day's session and a committee con­ 
sisting of the governors of Kentucky, 
Missouri and Nebraska was appointed 
to bring in a suggestion tor a perma­ 
nent organisation of governors, inde 
pendent, perhaps, or any other or 
guni/ation which may be formed by 
the conference. 
The president opened 
th-* morning and afternoon sessions, 
whi< h were thereafter presided ovet 
by Governor John A. Johnson of Min­ 
nesota and Governor Deneen of llli 
nois, respectively. 
James J. Hill of the Great Northern, 
who led a long list of speakers, treat 
ed the depletion of the nation's re 
sources in a very serious and Impres­ 
sive way. 
II** presented conditions 
respecting mineral, soil and forest, 
showing wanton waste in each In- 
■dance and drew’ a picture of political 
chaos w hen all were gone, wherein 
th«* people would tear down the very 
pillars 
government. 
Mr. Hill be- 
lieved such results could and should 
be averted by prompt action. 


Received Expert Treatment. 
Soil waste and for**st conservation 
received expert treatment by Profes­ 
sor T. C. Chamberlain of Chicago and 
H. A. Long of Kansas City, after which 
was evidenced the desire of the con- 
vent ion to engage In general discus* 
sion. 
The demand to be heard was 
Insistent and the same eagerness was 
manifested at the close of the after­ 
noon programme, which Included an 
address on irrigation by former Gov­ 
ernor Pardee of California; a paper 
on grazing and stock raising read for 
H. A. Jastro of California, who was 
taken ill, and general observation on 
land conditions in ’he West by former 
Senator Carey of Wyoming. 
Secretary Wilson met a hearty re­ 
sponse to a practical talk on the mis­ 
takes in farming and the remedies. 
The sam e crop each year on the same 
land, as lie showed, w-as ruinous. 
T)l- 
versity 
of crops, and 
keeping 
the 
proper quantity of organic matter In 
the soil, was the secret of larger pro­ 
duction and benefit to the land. 
“What New York state has and is 
doing for her forests," was set forth 
with spirit by J. s. Whipple, forest, 
fist» and game commissioner of the 
Empire state, 
in twenty-two years, 
h** 
predicted, not 
a single sawing 
stick of timber would be standing in 
that state, unless a halt was called ori 
cutting 
logs. 
This 
notwithstanding 
that the state was planting more trees 
than all oth*-r states and the nation 
combined. 
Forty per cent of New Jersey is 
wood land, asserted Governor Fort, as 
he began an entertaining talk which 
ended with the declaration that the 
ambition of the state was to be the 
playground of the nation, and to Its 
seashores arid woods he invited the 
governors to come next year. 


Yale Graduating Foresters. 
Yale university is graduating prac­ 
tical foresters at the rate of thirty to 
forty a year, and all of these are ob­ 
taining positions. 
The desire for ex 
perts led President Hadley of Yale to 
predict that the people of the nation 
would be aroused and educated to 
true conditions in twenty years, and 
would t hen assume the burden of oon- 
ierving the resources of the country 
without state or national aid or direc­ 
tion. 
And here it was that Governor 
Glenn of North Carolina got the plat­ 
form and won applause at once by 
ieciaring, “in t he language of one ot 
the greatest sages and statesm* 1 of 
these Fnited States, Grover Cleveland 
—'it is a condition and not a theory 
that confronts us today.*” 
Forest protection was the nation’s 
present duty, ami he advocated co­ 
operation between the states and the 
nation. 
Governor 
Glenn 
demanded 
F at the conference leave no doubt on 
the mind of congress of what was 
wanted, and as an entering wedge, 
he wanted resolutions endorsing the 
pending bill creating the White moun 
tain and Appalachian forest reserves. 
The applause which met this state­ 
ment Indicated that the governor had 
his audience with him, and he pro­ 
ceeded to answer Speaker Cannon’s 
banquet suggestion of the night before 
that the states might well unite their 
forces to tills end and leave the na 
tion out. 
“I want to remark," said 
Governor Glenn with emphasis, “tha 
we of the South tried such a confedera­ 
tion once, but it did not pajf. We want 
no more of it.” 
The convention was on its feet. Hats 
and handkerchiefs were waved, gov­ 
ernor». and delegates shouted and ap 
plauded, while Governor Glenn went 


on to remark that he »as the son of | 
s Confederate who died for the cause, 
and now he was the son of the Union, . 
and Interested lirst and last in the 
welfare of the Fnited States. 
Quieting down from its outburst of 
enthusiasm, the convention listened 
to the record of Wisconsin on the con 1 
trol of the minerals nnd timber as « 
forth by Governor Davidsoa of tbat 
state, and 
then took a recess for 
luncheon. 
Following the regular papers on the 1 
afternoon programme. Governor Folk 
of Missouri gave his endorsement to 
what Governor Glenn said about con 
gressiontl 
action. 
He 
declared 
he 
should go home and apj»oint a forestry 
commission and urged all governors . 
to do likewise. 
issue was 
squarely 
Joined 
ns to 
some of the methods pursued by th 
government in the regulation of for 
est reserves by four governors from 
Hie Northwest. 
Governor Burke of North Dakota 
brought Th** general discussion to a 
close with the opinion that the forests 
and waterways should be the problem 
of the states themselves.

T o Determine W hether He Should Be 
Set Free. 
Poughkeepsie, N. Y„ May 15.—With 
the proceedings accelerated by the *|e 
cisión of Justice Morschauser to hold 
court in 
practically continuous sea 
sionk from 9 o’clock in the morning to 
10 at night, considerable progress was 
made in the supreme court her** with 
th*; hearing which is expected to de­ 
termine whether Harry K. Thaw shall 
be liberated from the asylum for the 
criminal insane at Matteawan, where 
he was lodged following his acquittal 
on 
the ground of insanity of the 
charge of murder in the first degree 
for tiie killing of Stanford White. 
Following the settlement of the pre 
limtnary l<*gul points, which included 
a ruling by the court that the question 
of Thaw's sanity and of tlie constitu­ 
tionality of his commitment would be 
proceeded with simultaneously, Attor­ 
ney James G. Graham of Thaw ’s coun­ 
sel opened the presentation of his 
case by calling several physicians, 
among them Dr. Frank H. McGuire, 
superintendent of tlie Tombs prison in 
New 
York city, and Dr. Charles E. 
I ane, physician of Poughkeepsie, who 
te>tifie*l as to Thaw’s apparent ration­ 
ality «luring his confinement in prison 
and in the Matteawan asylum. 
All 
the medical witnesses were sharply 
cross examined by District Attorney 
Jerom e of New York, who appeared 
to oppose Thaw's release. 
Thaw ’s counsel reste«! their case 
without having placed Thaw on the 
stand or having presented their ex- 
peri testimony. 
District Attorney Je­ 
rome the i proceeded with his case on 
the understanding that the relator’s 
counsel were holding their expert wit­ 
nesses for rebuttal. 
Mr. Jerome's one witness was Dr. 
Austin Flint of New York, an expert 
on mental diseases. 
Dr Flint repeat 
e*l his testimony at the second Thaw 
trial to a greaf extent, characterizing 
Thaw as a paranoiac, the victim ot a 
disease from which, he declared, the 
patient never recovers.

It consists of a barometer suspended 
from the short arm of a balance, along 
which a clock moves a pencil which I 
traces the atmospheric pressure upon 
a card. 
H itherto it has been necessary 
to watch the barograph closely in order | 
to know the true readings. 
With the attachm ent invented in the 
observatory of Manila one may set the j 
barograph to what one considers the 
safe limit of atmospheric pressure and j 
retire, sure that when that limit is 
reached an electric hell will ring to 
rouse him from slum ber to w atch for 
the approaching cyclonic changes. 
The device, like most other useful 
■clentitic inventions, is very sim ple and 
consists of a small brass square slid 
lug on a rod, says a special cable dis 1 
patch from Manila to the Chicago In-1 
ter Ocean.

The device cannot tell one th at a 
storm is approaching, but it can tell 
that the barometer is so low that a 
storm is likely to l»e somewhere In the 
vicinity. 
The fathers are taking steps 
to call tile attention of the world to 
their invention in the hope of saving 
many lives and much property.

the observatory at Manila and will 
stand any test to which it may be su b ­ 
jected.

A supplem entary m eeting of 
a num ber of governors followed the I 
day’s session and a com m ittee con- j 
Bisting of Hie governors of Kentucky, 
Missouri and N ebraska was appointed 
to bring in a suggestion tor a perm a­ 
nent organization of governors, inde­ 
pendent, perhaps, or any other o r­ 
ganization which may be formed by 
the conference. 
T he president opened 
the morning and afternoon sessions, 
which were th ereafter presided over 
by Governor John A. Johnson of Min­ 
nesota and Governor Deneen of Illi­ 
nois, respectively. 
Jam es J. Hill of the Great Northern, 
who led a long list of speakers, treat 
ed the depletion of the n atio n’s re­ 
sources in a very serious and im pres­ 
sive 
way.

presented conditions 
respecting m ineral, soil and

showing w anton w aste in each in­ 
stance and drew a picture of political 
chaos when all w ere gone, w herein 
the people would tear down the very 
pillars of governm ent.

Lane, physician of Poughkeepsie, who 
testified as to T h a w ’s apparent ration­ 
ality during his confinement in prison 
and in the M atteaw an asylum.

T h aw ’s counsel rested their case 
without having placed Thaw on the 
stand or having presented their ex­ 
pert testimony.
